An Important Capture. 


PBKI.\, Sept. 9.—The Japanese have 


arrested the assassin of Baron von Ket- 
teler, the late German minister to 
China. The assassin, who has been 
handed over to the Germans by the 
Japanese, has confessed his guilt. He 
was arrested lor trying to sell to a Jap- 
anese officer a watch with initials which 
he admitted taking from the body of 
Baron von Kettelor. He afterward ad- 
mitted the crime, saying that the im- 
perial government ordered the commis- 
sion of the act. 


Crisis Averted. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—The crisis 


which seemed near at hand yesterday, 
over the evacuation proposal of Russia, 
was averted, for tbe time, at least, and 
the diplomatic side of tho matter is re- 
ceiving attention. The order to General 
Chafl'e.e, to leave i'ckin at once, which 
had been expected by some, was not 
issued and it is thought arrangements 
will be made for negotiations to 'nettle 
the whole trouble at once. The fact is 
that the Russian troops have not yet 
evacuated Pekiu and that they will net 
do so until the installation there jf 
some government by the allies, which 
is in line with the American idea. The 
state department is now exchanging 
notes with Li Hung Chang on tha 
point. The inference is that Li may be 
called to Pekin, which may be followed 
by the establishment there of a Chinese 
government. 
Li can't reach Pekin 


from Shanghai within a week, during 
which time no change in the situation 
is looked for. 


THE SQUADRONS SEPARATE. 


BAK HAKHOK, MK, Sept. W.—The 


American and British squadrons today 
terminated their ten days' visit to this 
port, sweeping majestically from the 
harbor at ton o'clock this morning, 
headed by the crock British cruiser 
Orescent. The British fleet described 
an arc, passing the American fleet, 
which fell into line with the New York 
escorting the Fayche. and the Kear- 
sarge the Indefatigable. 
Tho Massa- 


chusetts, Indiana, Texas and Scorpion 
brought up the rear. Slowly the ves- 
sels made their way to the eastward, 
watched by thousands of eyes, tbe 
shores being lined with spectators for 
miles. 
They passed Egg rook, the 


British ships flying the American 8 
from their mastheads and the American 
vessels paying the same compliment.

We know from ancient history that 


some of the greatest men of the old 
v\orld were fat, but it is news to hear 
that they were troubled in their minds on 
that accoun,t. Banting is generally sup- 
posed to be an invention, of. the present 
century, but that this is not the case is 
shown by the tieatise by Galen on the 
foods best adapted for preventing or re- 
ducing obesity, which has now been edit- 
ed for the first time iu the original Greek 
by a German scholar. 


From an interesting account supplied 


by a write" in The Lancet we learn that 
tho treatise in question, which was writ- 
ten some-,vhi;re in the second century A. 
D., was discovered in IS-fO and purchased 
by the Bibliotheque Nationale. The man- 
uscript was frequently referred to by an- 
cient authors, and there seensH no reason 
to doubt that il is really tho work of t!ie 
famous physician. Be that ns it may, it 
is noteworthy that the treatise is a scien- 
tific anticipation of the banting system 
which became popular about the middle 
of this century. Galen deprecates the 
use of drugs and says that the proper 
way to reduce fat is by dieting. He rec- 
ommends eating leeks, onions, mustard 
fttid nasturtiums, among green herbs, and 
fishes which haunt rucks and birds fre- 
quenting nto.intains, saying tlmt aquatic 
birds are fat producers. 
} 


One of his most curious hints is th.it 


vegetables which have been preserved in 
vinegar or brine aro food for the far. 
find herein he anticipates the "mixed 
pickles," which are considered on tho con- 
tinent to be a purely English invention. 
Some nf his recommendations rend very 
comically nowadays, but all ot them aro 
full of common sense, and it seems extra- 
ordinary that no much knowledge should 
bo lost to tho world for so mnny years. 
Then; is nothing new under the sun, not 
oven the present crnste for a slim figure, 
and Galen's treatise shows us thnt after 
all people of 1,700 years affo were men 
of Ilko passions with ourselves.— Iiondnn 
Globe.

WritlnK of "When Moody and Pankey 


Ftirred the Nation," in The Ladies' Homo 
Jour-mil) Natluiniul P. Uabcock thus re- 
calls tho first revivals held by the veil 
known evangelists in New York city: 
" "Co the hippodrome!' was tho cry of the 
Protestant religious world of New York 
duriii£ tho early months of tho year 187(5. 
Twenty-one years ngo, and yet the strange- 
ness of tho.so days, when over the great 
metropolis hung nn atmosphere charged 
with tho electricity of religious 7«il, is 
fresh in my memory. 'To tha hippo- 
drome!' Tho words were uttered from tho 
pulpits of scores of churches—llrst as ad- 
vice, then as a command—by ministers to 
C.OHKrelations. 'To the hippodrome!' You 
heard tho phrase in the street cars, in tho 
hotels, sometimes upon the busy avenues. 
On early, morning trains steaming in 
front suburban points you saw women by 
hundreds, with luncheons in baskets, 
drawn to the city, not by the spring mil- 
linery of tho stores, but. by that, shibboleth 
which echoed in myriad Christian hcartti 
'To the hippodrome!' 


"Moody and Sankcy, aided by n. multi- 


tude of local clergymen and bands of vol- 
unteer Christian workers, had undertaken 
this task of scttitiR New York on fire with 
enthusiasm for tho cause of Christ. How 
great was the measure of their success 
may be judged by the fact that there wcro 
days between Feb. 7, the bcj?iniiintc of 
tho revival, and April 19, its close, when 
as many as (50,000 persons found their way 
into tho prese.nco of tho evangelists—ono 
meeting following another from noon till 
laSc in the evening, with almost constant- 
ly assembling audiences of 7,000 or 8,000 
at each.

Somebody asked this question of 
Moody midway in tho revival's course.

Well so, for thcro at leatit 
it is immutable, whereas tho walls which 
rang with the glad cri'js of converted sin- 
ners have long since been razed to tho 
ground, and not a stone or brick or joist 
or girder remains to tell the story of what 
went on in that vast auditorium in the 
catly dawn of our great centennial year."

Our Norse ancestors had many things to 


contend with besides the aggressiveness of 
their warlike neighbors. The extreme cold 
weather, the long periods of darkness, 
lasting half the year, terrible storms and 
poverty and hunger were formidable foes, 
und they tended to develop in the north- 
men both coxnbativeness and superstition. 
It is not strange, then, that their gods 
were supposed to bo warlike, or that they 
should, think that frost giants and evil 
spirits were abroad ia that frigid, storm 
swept land. 


Odin, tho father of all the gods, while 


ho possessed many attributes and was a I 
patron of song and story, .was particularly 
distinguished for his martial spirit and 
possessed a marvelous spear, gungnir, 
which was endowed with miraculous qual- 
ities and which ho always carried with 
him.

Kinth outfit in Paris is a tall carafe of lecd 
water, a full sized goblet, a flat spoon with 
pierced bowl and a cake of beet sugar. 
From a bottle of thick, oily, green absinth 
the garcon poui-s into the goblet a layer 
w hose thickness grows slowly until your 
uplifted finger warns him you have 
enough. Two fingers is n good beginning. 
After that you are likely to take more. 
When tho garcon has departed, you lay the 
silver hpooii across the top of the goblet, 
place the Hat eake of sugar in its bowl, 
which is made exactly to hold it, and pour 
a tiny stream of iced water from the cjinifo 
slowly upon it. The water trickles down 
through tho bowl, dissolving the sugar ns 
it comes, and by the time the goblet is 
full the water has turned from the deep 
preen of the pure- absinth to the murk- 
i°.h yellowish green which one forever 
afterward associates with the drink. 


Now sip it slowly as you would an egg- 


nog and feel your temperature rise, bring- 
ing with it a mild thirit and ti gnawing 
appetite. This is the "given hour," from 
5 to 7 in the evening, and you nre now a 
pnrt of it. As you grow deliciously warmer 
and your thoughts come quicker and the 
atmosphere grows rosier, look at the gob- 
let, and, watching its changing dolphin 
colors, think how like this drink is to tho 
Frenchman himself, who has made it his 
own.

appreciate the advantages of getting the 
news at the soonest possible moment. 
Then all the transactions here are perfect- 
ly reliable. It is very different from 'a 
bucket shop and on a higher plane. Prob- 
ably a still stronger reason why they like 
to have offices of thoir own is because it is 
secret. Most of tho women who come here 
would feel highly insulted if any one sug- 
gested that they were gambling, yet they 
would not havo their friends know what 
they do for anything in tho world. 
Many 


of them have husbands who sternly forbid 
them to speculate. Yet they come hero just 
tho same, and no ono ever knows the dif- 
ference. Women seem to take naturally to 
concealment. They are particularly fond 
of concealing their names and addresses. 
Three-quarters of the names we have on 
our books are Smiths and Browns. 


"Sometimes, however," continued this 


experienced young person, "they have ex- 
ceedingly good reason for keeping buck 
their true names. Last winter a woman 
camo to our oflice who allied herself Mrs.

She may lose every cent 
frho has and she will borrow money and re- 
turn. Sho may grow weak and old, yet 
s:he will come here day after day, year aft- 
er year. Tho most pathetic example I havo 
t\ or seen of this persistency was a young 
v, oman who Ix'gan her career in a very 
prosperous condition. She was of good 
family and wealthy. Her sister, however, 
had charge of her money, nnd, knowing 
(his young spct-iilator's weakness, limited 
her to a monthly allowance rather than 
allowing her to squander as much of her 
property as she pleased. Kvory month, 
however, the young woman who was (ho 
subject of thiswise arrangement came and 
staked her entire allowance and promptly 
lost it.

VARIATIONS IN ACORNS. 


Ky. Taylor 


No Two Seeds Nor Kvcn Two I-cavcs Ux- 


actly Alike. 


It Is paid that in individual trees Fcarco- 


ly two leaves can be found esactlv allko. 
What Is true of leaves Is true of seeds, and, 
indeed, of every part of a tree. It is also 
true of the behavior of trees during their 
lift-career. In acorns especially one may 
note a remarkable difference hi their be- 
h« vior. iSome species of worn will preserve 
their vital power without much difficulty 
for a couple of years, while others can 
rarely be found with life after a few 
months. Somo when put Into the earth 
will remain mouths before sprouting, 
while others will sprout before they are 
fairly out of their cups on the trees. 


The acorns of tho live oak of the south 


often sprout before they fall. The process 
of germinating is among the most remark- 
able of all American trees. The root push- 
es out from the acorn to a distance of 
many inches before it enters the ground, 
the root then goes into the earth, while tho 
bud or plumule ascends to form the incipi- 
ent tree trunk. The young tree of the Iho 
o.ik will frequently be a distance of six 
inches from the acorn. In this icspcct the 
behavior ol this sprcies of oak corresponds 
nearly with what is almost universal iu 
monocolvhdonous setds. 


Another early sprouter is the common 


white oak. These have not been known to 
sprout on the tree, but they scarcely reach 
the ground before tho little radicle pre- 
pares to enter the earth. It does not wait 
to get to the surface of the earth betore do- 
ing this. On shelves or boxes where there 
is some number of them together thrwholn 
will bo a mu-s of roots before a few weeks 
after pat hiring. On the other hand, the 
nut of thu bur oak will remain a long 
time before showing any disposition to 
fcprout. It is these varying characteristics 
which make rules for the transportation 
of seeds difficult. Kach kind has to lm\c a 
method of its own. So far as tho two oaks 
are concerned jt has been found better to 
send young plants long distances than thu 
ccorns themselves.—Median's Monthly.

The number of dead bodies along 
the shore, according to Lieutenant Perry, 
has been somewhat overestimated, and 
he jjiiys that 1,000 'is a conservative esti- 
mate.

many who claim that at least 2,500 
bodies were buried or carried out to sea 
in barges before Lieutenant Perry ar- 
rived.

The 
whole story will never be told, because it 
cannot be told. The necessities of those 
living are total. Not a single individual 
escaped property los-s. The property on 
the island is wrecked, fully one-half be- 
ing swept out of existence altogether. 
What our needs arc run be computed by 
the world nt large by the statement here- 
with submitted much better than I could 
possibly Kummr.rac them. The help must 
l:o immediate."

the Blex- of Schopenhauer. 


A rsry curious^fetory by Guy de Mau- 


passant has come to Ifglit in Paris. Ac- 
cording to Maupassant's manuscript, the 
story was told to him by a German who, 
ivith a friend, spent the night'in Schopen- 
hauer's funerarchauiber. The great Ger- 
man "philosopher 'had died during the 
day, aud Ins two admirers prepared to 
•vv.-iteh over his remains during'the dark 
hours. 


Saul the German:'"ScHopenhauer had 


just died, and we two had decided to 
stay iu his room until haorning, 
Two 


lights were "burning on the table. 
At 


midnight our*watch began, and after the 
two others who had remained with the 
body till that hour had gone away we 
took up our position at the foot of the 
bud. The face-of the dead man was un- 
changed. 'It smiled. The wrinkle which 
we knew so well was firmly marked, and 
the countenance looked altogether so nat- 
ural that it would not have surprised us 
if our dead friend had opened his eyes 
ami laughed at us. 
Yet the memory of 


his; profound thoughts weighed upon us, 
and we felt ourselves surroiSnded by the 
atmosphere of his g-cnins. The body of 
such a man may be stilled by death, but 
the man himself remains, and not with- 
out fear can one remain in his presence. 
\Ve spoke* about him softly; we recalled 
those wonderful maxims of his which 
threw such :i clear light ou many of the 
dark problems of life. 
" 'I call almost fancy I hear him speak,' 


whispered my companion, and at the 
mere thought we became still more un- 
easy, as we sat quite still, our eyes fixed 
on the motionless, smiling face. 
Sudden- 


ly we felt weak and as though some- 
thins oppressed us. 1 stammered, 'I 
don't know what is the matter, but I as- 
sure you 1 am sick.' Thereupon my com- 
panion suggested that we should go into 
the adjoining room and leave the door 
open, and I took his advice. 
Taking 


with us one of the candles, we sat down 
at the farther end of the other room in 
siu-li a manner that we had a full view of 
the lied and of the dead man. 


"Still, however, a strange uneasiness 


possessed us. It seemed as though we 
were wholly enthralled by the disembod- 
ied genius of the dead philosopher. 
All 


r.t once we heard a slight noise, in the 
death chamber. 
We loolied toward the 


body, and then quite distinctly both of us 
saw something white roll over the bed, 
fall ou the carpet and vanish under a 
sofa. At the sight we sprang to our feet, 
terrified beyond measure. 
Our hearts 


beat v. ildly. I spoke fittit. 
" 'Did you see it?' 
" 'Yes, 1 saw it.' 
" 'Isn't ha dead, then?' 
" 'He must be.' 
" 'What are we to do?' 
" 'We mnsr see what it means/ was my 


companion's hesitating reply. 


"I took our light, led the way into the 


death chamber and then cast a hasty 
look around. Nothing stirred, and I ap- 
proached the bed. 
The next moment, 


however, a great terror seix.od me, for I 
saw that Schopenhauer was no longer 
smiling. His face, on the contrary, pre- 
sented a horrible appearance, for his lips 
were tightly pressed together, and in his 
cheeks there were two great hollows. 1 
stammered. 'He is not dead,' and I stood 
staring at him as though bereft of my 
senses. 


"Thereupon my companion took flie 


other candle and stooped down, and in 
a moment or two he touched my aim, 
but OK! not utter n word. I looked where 
lie pointed, and I saw on the ground be- 
side the sofa something white that 
gleamed strangely on the dark carpet, and 
I saw at once what it was. It was Scho- 
penhnur's false teeth, and they seemed 
to be in the act of biting. As the body 
'had decayed the fastening that held the 
teeth in position had gradually become so 
loose that they dropped from the mouth 
and rolled from the bed on to the floor."

MONKEYS. 


Between ¥lv« Hnntlrod and Six Hnndred 
Imported Annually—Buyers nml Prices. 


There arc imported into this country 500 


or 600 monkeys annually, which come 
chiofly from Africa and India by way of 
Europe. - Natives catch the monkeys and 
carry them down to the shipping ports, 
whore they sell them to sailors aboard ship, 
or more likely to captains of vessels or to 
agents of European dealers in animals. 
Sometimes on shipboard a ropo is tied 
around n monkey, and it is perini tted with- 
in a limited space to roam the dock. Usu- 
ally, however, monkeys are shipped in slat- 
tod boxes. Some monkeys are brought di- 
rect to this port, but by far tho greater 
number go to tho nnlmcl dealers in En- 
r6po. where tho monkeys imported hero aro 
bought. 


Occasionally a small monkey is sold for 


a pet, but the number now sold for that 
purpose is very limited. There is still some 
demand for monkeys to bo carried by or- 
gnii grinders. Though the monkey has dis 
appeared from the city it is still carried to 
some extent by organ grinders in the coun- 
try. 
But tho great demand for monkeys 


comes from tho show people. Tho monkey 
is particularly sensitive to drafts and to 
changes of temperature, to which it is often 
subject with the constantly changing lo- 
cation of a circus menagerie. Tho average 
life of a monkey under such circumstances 
is about a year. The menagerie practically 
renews its stock of inonkoys annually. 


Under favorable conditions indoor mon- 


keys llvo in captivity for, it may bo, 13-or 
15 years. Monkeys rarely breod in cap- 
tiyity. 
"t)no importer of birds and animals In 
this city carries in summer a stock of 
about 200 monkeys; In winter usually 
about 50. Single monkeys sell at about 
$16 onch. In lots of 60 or more, good ns- 
sortod monkeys of different spccloa nnd 
sizes aro worth about 112 apleco.—Now 
York Son.

Wonders of Jlnalbec. 


Baalbcc or Baalbek is the name, given a 


ruined city lying in ancient Coele-Syria, 
45 miles northwest of Damascus. Thero 
is nothing particularly remarkable about 
n mined city being found in tho locality 
mentioned, but the size of tho blocks of 
stone used by tho ancient builders ot this 
particular city is something that has puz- 
zled the modern engineers sinco tho day 
when Baalboc was first made tho Mecca of 
the oriental traveler. There are immense 
stones ou every side of the visitor to this 
ancient pile of ruins, but the three most; 
remarkable blocks—said to be the largest 
ever used In the construction of atiuildSng 
—are in n wall back of tho Temple of Baal. 
These immense stones aro respectively (54, 
G3 and 62 feet iu length and each is 13 
feet in thickness, but tho most •wonderful 
thing in connection with thorn is the fact 
that they aro at a placo in the Wcill 25 feet 
from tho ground. 
How theso immense 


blocks of granite wore ever raised to such 
a height is a question that has never yet 
boon answered.—St. Louis Republic. 


Art In Mantelpieces. 


But a few years ago the choice in man- 


telpieces was limited to marble or wood, 
with a predilection in favor of the hitter 
material, perhaps, in the best examples, 
combined with stone, brick or tiles. But 
now a new material, or rather an old ma- 
terial put to new uses, is suing for popular 
favor, and the beautiful and artistic, orna- 
mental, nnglnzcd brick- mantel Is deserv- 
ing more than popular notice. These man- 
tels are built up in an endless variety of 
happy combinations that can bo made from 
the various shapes of bricks manufactured. 
These bricks are pressed in molds prepared 
from patterns of Greek and renaissance 
designs, and tho effect is that of carved 
work. They are made in different colors, 
red, cream, buff, pink, brown aud gray, 
thus securing a choice of coloring to har- 
monize or contrast perfectly with any 
scheme of surrounding decoration.

Owing to certain economic and political 


conditions that aro too familiar to bo de- 
tailed tho states from tho Potomac to tho 
lUo Grar.do for a long period opposed n

This fleet is the moat poweifal and 


representative that has ever visited this 
port and the sight that it presented as 
it came slowly at anchor in the morn 
mg sun, was very inspiring and beauti- 
rnl. The ships were strung out in a 
line two miles long, proceeding cau- 
dously and noiselessly from the open 


•ma. 


The fact of their appearance off th( 


ooast was tirst reported to the 11.rait 
from York Beach. Ihe fcbips were then 
far down below Boon island, the water 
being thrown from their bowa and 
sparkling iu tho rising sun.
